Agentloinau, a native of Mississippi, 
recently' died near Houston, Texas, 
and one of tho most remarkable cir- 
cumstances in bis life, according to a 
local journal, was that ho had been 
editorially connected with "The Vicka- 
burg Sentinel" for nearly a year with- 
out lighting a duel or taking part in 
an}' encounter, To porsona who are 
acquainted with tho belli^ereut record j 
of the oditois of tho "Sentinel" tho 
circumstance will seem almost incred- 
ible, since it used to bo said in Yioks- 
burg that no man can stay on the 
paper a month without shooting or 
boing shot at, and in three mo-uths he 
was almost certain to kill or bo killed. 
Tho "Sentinel" no longer exists, but 
during its continuance of five-aud- 
thirty years there was more warfare 
among the members of its stall' than 
there has been among tho members of 
any other staff sinco the foundation of 
the Republic. Dr. James Hagan, was 
the first edit or to attract attention, and 
consequently to provoko hostilities. 
Ho was nalivo of the North, small, 
quiet-mannered, very polite and ami- 
able in ordinary social intercourse but 
one of the fiercest of fire-eaters. In 
1838 and 18i>'J ho had several desper- 
ate street lights and duels, one with 
the editor of the rival sheet, "The 
Whig," in which ho killed two men 
and was himself three times wounded. 
Between that time and 18-12 he 
had seven more encounters, killed 
two more men, and received five 
or six pistol balls in different parts of 
his body. In tho spring of that year 
ho abandoned tho habit of carrying 
weapons, and tho following June was 
shot dead by Daniel W. Adams (an 
utter stranger to him), who killed him, 
ho said, on account of an article re- 
flecting on his father, Judge George 
Adams. James F. Fall, another editor 
of the gunpowder journal, fought sev- 
eral duels, and was twice severely 
wounded. James M. Dowus, another 
editor, was badly hurt in a "chival- 
rous" meeting with T. E. Bobbins, a 
banker, who considered himself ag- 
grieved. Waiter Hickey, another 'Sen- 
tinel' man, had a street fight, mortally 
wounded Dr. Downs, formerly on tho 
paper, and was afterward killed in 
Texas. James Ryan, still another edi- 
tor of 'The Sentinei' was killed by R. 
E. Hammet' of 'The Whig.' Who can 
read this gory account of that warlike 
sheet without longing for tho return 
of tho good old days of journalism in 
tho South, when every editor was a 
walking arsenal and forced as a busi- 
ness measure to keep his private grave- 
yard ? 

The "Courier des Etats" says: — 
Chance has put into our hand the 
most imposing and interesting judicial 
document to all Christians that has 
over been recorded in human annals;

aacrificers of tho people of God, I, 
Pontius Pilate, Governor of tho prtotory 
condemn Jesus of Nazareth to die on 
tho cross between two thieves— tho 
great and notorious evidence of the 
pcoplo saying: — 

1. Ho is a seducer. 

2. Ho is seditious. 

3. Ho is the enemy of tho law. 

i. Ho calls himself, falsely tho Son 
of God 

5. Ho calls himself King of Israel. 

6. Ho entered into tho templo, fol- 
lowed by a multitude bearing palm 
branches in their hands. 

Ordered tho centurion Quintus Cor- 
nolius to lead him to tho place of exe- 
cution. 

Forbid any person whomsoever, poor 
or rich, to oppose tho death of Jesus. 

The witnesses that signed tho death 
warrant of Jesus are:— 

1. Daniel Robani, a Pharisee. 

2. Jamais Horablo. 

3. Capot, a citizen. 

Josus shall go out of tho city by tho 
gato Streneoua. 

Tho above sentences aro engraved on 
a copper plate. On ono sido are written 
those words: 



"A similar plate is sent to each one 
of these tribes." 

It was found in nn antiquo vase of 
white marble while excavating in tho 
city Aquila,, in tho Kingdom of Naples, 
in tho year 1825, and was discovered 
by tho Commissariat of tho Arts at- 
tached to tho French amies. At tho 
ovacuation of Naples it was found 
enclosed in a box of obony, in the 
sacristy of Courtem 

Mr. Donuon, of the Commission of 
Arts, caused a model of the plate, on 
which lie had engraved tho abovo sen- 
tence. At the salo of his collection of 
curiositiej it was bought by Lord 
Haward for 0,881 francs.

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THE NEW LOAN AND THE OPPO- 
SITION. 

Even Her Majesty's Loyal Opposition 
express pleasure at the success of the new 
loan. After doing all in their power to 
obstruct the Government and ruin the cre- 
dit of the country, they find their machi- 
nations defeated by tho excellent arrange- 
ments cf tho Government, and are forced 
to wreath laurels for the brow of 
someone.

Wild Horse Creek. 



In soring it is a liltlo rivulet flowing 
from tho heart of the Rocky Mountains; 
in summer it is mighty torront, tearing 
up the bed rock and brawling like a 
bar room bully. On it? banks ever so 
many acres have been turned upside- 
down by miners in search of gold. 
What iSj now k tho town site was tho 
new camp in 1865, and it was very 
rich? Half an ounco was then tho 
dav's pay of a miner and fifty thousand 
dollars were nothing at all in Kooten 
ay. In one year Paddy Quirk, a well 
known miner, paid $o(),U0U here for 
whiskey, maccaroni, lobsters and othor 
rubbish! "It was'no thing at all, " says 
Pat, a mere ' trifle. I was not extra- 
vagant; I lived like any other miner 
on tho best of everything' God knows, 
and tho' I'm 'dead broke' I hope to 
make another pile in Kootenay." And 
I hope he may. His own accounts of 
tho bills he paid is comic. Ho says a 
debt grows very fast when it is manur- 
ed with whiskey, and never cheeked 
by a pass book! Tho fortunes he flung 
away never trouble him at all. He's as 
gay as a lark. 

THE OLD CAMP 

is not play'd out. On the left bank of 
the creek Peter McOlinohy has a water 
ditch livo miles long, anil the Nip and 
Tuck claim is supposed to bo rich ;it has 
paid well. On a lower level a Chinese 
company havo finished a new ditch 
nearly 84 miles in length, and the 
prospects are very good. On the right 
bank of tho stream David Griffith has 
completed tho now Victoria ditch; be- 
tween it and the creek lies tho torn 
surface, out of which all the thousands 
were taken ill 18t>5. If tho land high- 
er up is half as rich, Griffith, Evans 
nnd Henry Schroeder may Jive to be 
millionaires. I »ra not making u 
puff advertisement, 1 believe it is a 
crime to publish anything in a news 5 
paper that would induce men to search 
for gold in places where the chances of 
getting it. are small; but after seeing 
a good deal of this district, and hear- 
ing all tho evidence I say without any 
hesitation to tho miner who has skill 
nnd common sense, Come along, old 
man, with thico good fellows like your 
self, make a ditch, and seek your pile 
in Kootenay. Whiskey is two bits a 
sup, oysters a dollar per can, and mac- 
caroni just as dear. If you can't do 
without such rubbish, it is useless to 
cotno hero. Tho man who gives two 
silver bits for ono sour aup atul takes 
several sups everyday is not fit to suc- 
ceed as a pile-maker. Ho is played 
out. The best beef I over saw was 
sold here in tho fall at 5 cents per lb.; 
prime beef is now 12i cents per tb. ; po- 
tatoes i couts per lb. This is the poor- 
est place in tho world for any man 
'dead broke.' We have no farmers, 
and wages are not to bo had on any 
terms. 

THE TOWN AND THE SUBURBS, 

In the town there is a tottering court 
bouse, two butcher shops, a storo 
and live cabins. In Chinatown, close 
by, there is a blacksmith's forge and 
25 cabins, all inhabited by thr; Chinese, 
and where there happens to bo the 
breadth of ti blanket of land in Ohina- 
towQ^fitfor cultivation, it is used as a 
garden, tilled with great care, nnd ir- 
rigated in uuoh a manner as to make 
it ornamental. Tho trickling watar in 



the midst of the littlo rocky desert 
makes sweetjmusic; and tho-well-fllled 
littlo reservoirs shining clear and cool 
at tho head of tho cabbage plot, please 
tho eyo and cool the air. The Chinese 
are not an inferior race; thoy aro pa- 
tient and industrious, and they have 
taste; they love to decorate their 
little homes, and tho art of making a 
cabbage plot ornamental is an art not 
to be despised. 

ROMANTIC). 

The gravel walks in this locality are 
superb . A now comer w ould bo scared 
by tho looks of things; tho tumbled up 
surface, the boulders and roots mixed 
in a mass seem to forbid tho idea of a 
quick mar oh round town; but you 
have only to climb up iivo or six hun- 
dred yards by a good trail to the bank 
of a water ditch and you fine! n gravel 
walk, perfectly level, us good as auy 
sidewalk in Victoria. These ditches 
dive into canyons, creep round gulch- 
es, swoop by protruding spurs of rock, 
and finish far away up tho creek where 
they find their supplies of water. Talk 
of tho grand walks in Hyde Park and 
tho shady corners round Rotten-row. 
Thoy aro insignificant compared to our 
glorious paths in the foiost primeval. 
The pleasure of meeting a delapidated 
swell, a decorated shain, or a darling 
bonnet is nothing to tho pleasure of 
meeting a black on" tho breast of the 
rockies. I met one the other day; an 
insolvent chap, that may bo described 
as a black Republican. He had no 
rospect for a Lord of tho creation, and 
would not leave tho way. As ho seemed 
to think he had a better right to the 
path than I had, I crossed tho brook 
and let him pass. I was well aimed 
when ho passed within ten yards of 
my rifle; I was astonished by his as 
surance, Ho reminded me of Doug- 
herty, the Irish attorney. In his day it 
was tho custom for the man of inferior 
rank to let his superior havo tho side 
next tho houses in passing on the side 
walk. Dougherty aud ( Cnrrun met front 
to front on Bachelor's walk, Dublin; 
and neither seemed inclined to make 
room for tho other. Tho tall attorney- 
looked down on the immortal genius 
and said, 'I never make room for a 
blackguard.' '1 always do,' said Cur- 
ran, and ho stepped aside. Now, if that 
bear could talk to me, you may be 
sure ho'd talk like Dougherty; but if 
we meet again on the bank of that 
ditch the rocky mountsiiu, attorney 
will make a big misttiko if ho tries to 
play Dougherty with mo. I won't be 
bullied by a bear. Tho path ia sub- 
lime. As you walk along you can 
look down th« awful Kulcb.es and away 
to the glittering pinaoleB on the rock- 
ies. If the day is hot you rest in the 
shatlo and view the charms of nature; 
the pure spring water gliding along at 
your feet, and tho blue grouse hilling 
and cooing on tho logs besido you. 
Tho scenery is charming and if I hut 
boar thinks he is to havo it all to him- 
self ho may be astonished liko Dough- 
erty by— a Hash. 

COMEDY. 

Solomon says, "all is vanity." I say 
"all is comedy. We aro all comic actors. 
It is true tho man of feeling sees 
some tragedy, but the man who thinks 
tees nothing but comedy. You aro the 
Chinaman's diteh miles iu length along 
tho breast of tho rockies— and the tunnels 
he has mado in the mountain side? What 
for, and why did he do all this hard work? 
Well, he happened to see two littlo feet 
like two little mico poeping in and out 
under a white litile petticoat two hund- 
red miles north of Pekin.and forthwith an 
idea entered into the head of that heathen 
— ho mud have tho littlo feet and make 
tho owner his wife! And so ho goon and 
signs a bond transferring all his properly 
to her owner ou condition th,.t ho is to 
feed tho beauty on rice, milk, and fruit 
for seven years and make it fat. At thu 
end of that time if the adventurer fails to 
return and pay a thousand dollars in gold 
he forfeits all his right, title and|intorests 
in the two little feet and fut. 

Now why this unfortunate Chinaman 
toils like a galley slave lo yet gold on 
Wild Horse Crook.

Tun Mutiny on this Alexandra. — Lot- 
tors from tho Mediterranean to tho West' 
em Morning News s!at*j t iiat the oxoossivo 
discipline of which the meu complain is 
attributed to tho ling captain, commander, 
and first lieutenant, as well as Admiral 
Hornby himself. It was whilo at Port 
Said that the feeling previously existing 
came to a crisis, manifesting itself in tlio 
throwing overboard of tho Admiral's live 
stock and other portables. Tho imme- 
diate cause was restriction of tho men to 
whip's biscuits instead of tho fresh bread 
they had previously been allowed to pur- 
cliaso. Several of the men wore put un- 
der arrest, but things looked too danger- 
ous to render extreme measures wise. One 
Boource of irritation wan that the Alexan- 
dra, when the ships were at sail drill, was 
tho last to furl fails, uiid as a punishment 
tho meu wero kept aloft for some bourn 
without dinner. At last advices the ac- 
tive insubordination had been quelled, 
but a very undesirable feeling prevailed 
on board. Several court-martials bad 
boon held in the fleet. 



A Rotten Dock.— A dispatch from Val- 
lojo, Cala , of the Dili, says: Tho sectional 
drydook at tho navy yard broke down lust 
evening -,vhilo trying to take out tho 
French man-of-wai Limor. The docks are 
old and have been out of repair for tho 
past three or four years, There was no 
damage donate theship.lt requires many 
thousand dollars to repair tho dock. No 
ono was hurt. The department at Wash- 
ington has been repeatedly asked for mon- 
ey to repair tho sections, and suoh an ac- 
cident as has happened has been predict- 
ed by tho yard authorities. This is tho 
f.'amo dock that broke down with and 
mined H.MS. Termagant in 186T.

The water is charged with an- 
unnloula to an extent that renders it posi- 
tively injurious to hoalth if drank with- 
out filtration. Tho Council will, of 
course, tako speedy stops to renew tho 
dam filters. 

— There was but one case 
at tho City Court yesterday and the de- 
fendant, a Chinaman summoned by the 
Firo Wardens for not complying with 
their orders respecting his premises, did 
not appear and a warraut requiring his 
appearance to day was accordingly issu- 
ed.

Anglican Synod. 

Tho sittings of this body were commenc- 
ed yesterday by servioe at tho Cathedral 
ut 11 a. m., Rov. P. Jenus, assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Holmes, reading tho prayers, 
Rev. Mr. Mogg tho first lesson and Rev. 
Mr. Basket tho second lesson. Tho Bight 
Bov. Bishop Hills read tho Communi- 
on service and tho Venerable Archeaeon 
Wright preached an able and interesting 
sermon from the fifth chapter of tho Acts 
of the Apostles, verses 24, 24, 25: "The 
Apostles elders and brethren send greeting 
unto tho brethren which aro of tho Gen- 
tiles in Autioch and Syria and Cilieia. 
Forasmuch as wo hayo heard that certain 
which went out from us havo troubled 
you with words, subverting your souls, 
saying, yo must be circumcised, and keep 
tho law: to whom wo gave no such com- 
mandment. It seemed good unto us, be- 
ing assembled with ono accord, to bend 
chosen men unto you with our beloved 
Barnabos and Paul," the service conclud- 
ing with tho colebiation of tho Holy Sa- 
cramont. 

At 2 p.m. tho clergy and lay delegates 
assembled at tho Collegiate School. Tho 
Bishop having offered up a prayer and 
the roll having been called, the Bov. Mr 
Mogg was olocted secretary for tho clergy 
and Mr. Drake for the laity; Mr. W. C. 
Ward treasurer, and Messrs. Kor and 
Harvey auditors. 

The appointment of Ven. Archdeacon 
Wright as 0:10 of tho Executive Commit 
tee in tho place of Bov. Mr. Blunden was 
confirmed. 

Bov. Messrs. Mason and Holmes, with 
Hon. P. O'Reilly, wore re-elected mom- 
her:; of the Executive Committee, Mr. 
Pooley being elected rice Hon. J. W. 
rrutoh resigned. 

The following members and delegates 
wore present: Bishop Hills, Archdeacon 
Wright, Rev, Messrs. Holmes, ?,lasoti, 
Good, Gribell, Baskett, Mogg, Newton, 
Willin.1ar.H0n. P. O'Reilly, Messrs'. J.H. 
Iunis, W. C. Ward, R. Ward, J. E. Mc- 
Oreiglst, A. B. Robertson, M. Bato, C. E. 
Pooley, M. W.T. Drake, B. E. Jackson, 

B. Harvey, and E. Johnson. 

Tho Bi-hop then read an address which 
showed that the work of tho dioceso was 
in a satisfactory state. Alluding to tho 
eiergy he mentioned tho valuable addi- 
tion to their number of the Atchdeaoon of 
Vancouver and the Bev. Mr.. Mogg. There 
had been one ordiuation held, two ohurches 
and cemeteries oonsecratod and 87 per- 
sons confirmed since the last Synod. He 
thon went on to refer to tho last session of 
tho Synod, which he said in its constitu- 
tion and mode of procedure wasfollowing 
the recommendation of tlio Committee of 
Anglican Bishops in 1807. Speaking of 
the Mission Fund and its claim ho said he 
was ready if requested to appoint a depu- 
tation of elorgy to visit all parishes for the 
purpose of gaiuing information of the 
state of the monetary necessities of tho 
clergy; he also urged upon all tho necess- 
ity of remembering foreign missions. Re- 
ferring to Church education he said ho 
hoped in somo 3 years to see a college 
founded especially for this purpose. 

Tho Treasurer's report was read. The 
S. P. G, Society's grant of .IT200 had been 
continued for 1877. The Mission Fund 
was again deficient, and $394.07 was in ar- 
rear. A small contribution would be ne- 
cessary from members to defray necessary 
expensos of the Synod. The Clergy Wi- 
dow; and Orphans Fund had decreased 
in consequence of tho usual collection on 
Christmas Day having been omitted. Tho 
Holy Trinity Church endowment had 
been invested in Victoria water deben- 
tures bearing interest at 8 per cent. The 
report concludes as follows: Tho Tioa- 
surer would again point out that tho mo- 
nies collected in England on behalf of the 
Columbia mission have been dealt with by 
the Bishop entirely irrespective of the 
Executivo Committee of tno Synod. -W. 

C. Ward, Hon. Treasurer. 

Tho report of tho Executive Committee 
regrets that tho mission fund of the Sy- 
nod has not been liberally subscribed to. 
Some property of tho Trust of tho Arch- 
deacon's had been sold and some unpro- 
ductive Church property leased. The 
following question would have to be con- 
sidered by tho Synod: ''Whether a con- 
gregation which has once joined tho Sy- 
nod can bo allowed to withdraw in case 
tho rector of the Church fools that he can 
not conscientiously give iu his adhesion 
to the. Synod." 

Mr. Robertson presented a draft of a 
canon of discipline to bo passed this ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Innis gave notico that on Friday 
next ho would ask for a committee to en- 
quire into the summary dismissal of Ruv 
Mr. Blunden from tho parish of Esquimalt 
by tho Lord Bishop. 

Mr. Drake — to move to-morrow that tho 
time for clergyman to pay their subscrip- 
ting to the Widow and Orphans Fund ho 
extended to 1st August, 1877. 

Tho Synod went into committee on 
draft canon on rules of discipline.with Mr. 
O'Bielly in the chair. 

Archdeacon Wright was of opinion that 
on account of the smallncss of tho clergy 
and also of the laity that they were not 
ready for such u canon and ho would wish 
that the clory be furnished with a copy of 
this in order that they may each ask the 
opinion of whom they may wish; for in 
stance, lawyers, or send it to England to 
I great ecoleaiastics for their opinion; he 
would therefore movo that the committco 
rise and report. 

Rev. Mr. Mason would object to sign- 
ing any declaration until the discipline act 
was passed. 

Mr. Bobcrtsou was willing to give tho 
clergy full tirao to consider this, but if 
Archdeacon Wright's motion was carried 
they would be left in tho samo position 
us before tho draft was road. 

Tho Bishop explained that this was for 
tho clergy. Tho church hero is not bound 
by the same laws exactly as the church in 
England. Hero the Bishop has more re- 
sponsibility thrown 011 his shoulders and 
in consequence more power, and consider- 
ing this it is only right that the eiergy 
should know how they will bo triod; ho 
agreed, however, with Ven. Archdeacon 
that this might lie deferred till tho next 
session of tho Synod so that tho clergy 
might bo able to bettor inform themselves 
on the subject, tho committee then rose 
reported and a committee was appointed 
of three of tho clergy and thrco of the 
laity to considor this between now and 
tho nox session of the Synod. Commit- 
tee to consist of Venerable Archdeacon 
Wright, Bov. Mr. Mason, Bov. Mr. Mogg, 
Mr. McCreight, Mr. Drake, Mr. John- 
son. 

OHDBOH EDUCATION. 

Archdeacon Wright said that whilo in 
London ho bad reoeivod a lotter from the 
Bishop with roforoneo to obtaining a sum 
of money from the Society for promoting 
Christian Knowledge for a college school 
and he would now movo that tho society 



oordtaly support tho demand mado by tho 
Bishop for tho orcoliou and comiuonco- 
ment of a school for tho education of 
children for tho church to bo called 
Christ's College School. 

The Bishop hero explained that it had 
been found very necessary in othor colo- 
nics to havo schools. It would, in all 
probability ,be under the Synod and would 
be for tho instruction of students for this 
church. 

This resolution was carried. 

A committee was appointed to consider 
tho subject of diocesan trusts and to re- 
port at noxt meeting. 

Tho Synod thon adjourned till 11 a. m, 
to-day.

The Idaho Indian War. 
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Lewiston, July 7. — On Tuesday Whip- 
ple cent out Foster and Blowett as scouts 
to iearn the wbsrebouts of tlio Indians, 
They had not proceeded far before they 
cani'i upon a largo band of horses driven 
by one Indian. They put their horses to 
their speed on retreat, Foster being in ad- 
vance; ho soon looked back and saw that 
his comrade had bocomo u nil or sod and 
separated from him. Ho tuou rodo in 
haste to Whipple's quarters. Lieut. 
Bains, with Foster and 11 men, was Bent 
in advaneo to reconnoitre. Rains and his 
men rode over tho first riso this side of 
Cottonwood and down into tho sido ravine 
whore the road crosses before tho ascont 
of Craig's mountain, and wero attacked 
before Whipplo could get to them. Rains 
and his whole party were killed, included 
Foster, who was shot in tho forehead. 
Whipple's command came forward and 
formed a lino of battle on the east sido of 
tho ravine, and tho Indians on tho west, 
all in open ground, about ono thousand 
yards apart, and only tho ravine betweon 
them. Hero they lemained menacing 
each' other for about two hours, until 
darkness came upon them. * * * 
Baird and Ii is two men arrived from 
Mount Idaho aftor this work was done, 
and were intending .to proceed forward to 
Lewiston; but a little al ter 5 p. m., Mor- 
rill looked up Cottonwood creek and saw 
four or live mounted Indians; soon others 
were seou in other directions, and soon 
after it was observable that their cump 
was nearly surrounded by mounted In- 
dians. Tho rifle pits were soon manned, 
and as the Indians were endeavoring to 
approach from every point, firing com- 
menced. The Indians wero much scat- 
tered, so thai they could get no number 
of them together in a body so as to bring 
them in range of their Gntliug. They iaw 
live together on a point at somo distance, 
and brought the piece to bear upon them, 
and made four revolutions with tho gun. 
They unhorsed several of them, but could 
not tsll whether any of them wero killed. 
On tlio morning of tho 5th, at about 'I o'- 
clock, two horsemen wero seen coming 
across the prairie from the direction of 
tho head of Rocky canyon. Six Indians 
wero soon seen riding towards them at 
full speed from the direction of the In- 
dian camp south of Cottonwood. Tho two 
men, who wero couriers from Howard's 
command, made a detour to tho north and 
reached Cottonwood at tho mouth of the 
canyon, under tho ride pits just in timo 
to escape from tho Indians in pursuit. 

Afler this the Indians moved their 
camp, with about 1000 head of stock, 
across tho prairie, between Cottonwood 
and Rooky Canyon and in the direction 
of Clearwater. They had crossed tho 
Mount Idaho road. No movo was mado 
by Col. Porry to intercept them during 
this time. Soon afterwards a small squad 
of men was seen coming from the direc- 
tion of Mount Idaho and were recognized 
to bo volnntears. As soon as tho Indians 
s«w them they left a portion of their 
number to hurry off tbo stock, and about 
150 returned to intercept them and pre- 
vent their reaching Whipple's command. 
The Indians first reached tho elevation of 
ground on the road, about a mile beyond 
Cottonwood near tho intersection of the 
Elk City trail with the stage road. Just 
at this crisis, biiug seen from Perry's 
position on tlio hill at the riflo pits, he 
was urged to go with troops to the rescue 
to which ho replied to tho efToct that it 
was of »o use, they wero gono, and would 
not order the rescue. 

Mr. Morrill Bays the volunteors say that 
tho captain, seeing his position, ordered 
them to charge and break tho line of the 
Indians, and dashed over towards the 
crook bottom, dismount and return the 
fire, and hold then- position partly under 
cover of the small hill, till tho force at 
Cottonwood could reach them. The com- 
mand was 110 sooner givou than Captain 
and his 10 men mado tho charge, broke 
through tho Indian lino and ri ached their 
position, dismounted and returned the 
lire in tho charge. Randall was mortally 
wounded, Ben. Evans killed, and three 
others wounded. In about half an hour 
afler it was known that tho Indians had 
tho voluntoors in a tight place, Perry 
gave tho order that fifty men go to their 
relief, and it was quickly obeyed and 
they were relieved in about one hour after 
the charge. Morrill .--ays that Randall, 
after he was mortally wounded and had 
got into his position, sat upon the ground 
and fired many shots at the Indians, the 
last ono not more than five minutes be- 
fore ho foil back dead Morrill says that 
not one of the 17 aro reported to havo fal- 
tered in tho least or showed the white 
feather, though hard pressed by 100 In- 
dians, nor did one of them seek to run for 
Cottonwool! after they had broken the 
Indian line, but they strictly obeyed the 
order to bold their ground. 

Settlers aro being plundered and robb- 
ed on Cow creek, on tho Colville and 
Walla Walla road. A party of from 40 to 
00 volunteers had gone from Walla Wal- 
la to tho scene of the difficulty, They nro 
claimed to be Yakimas The steamer is 
expected hourly with Jackson's troops.

EUROPE. 

St. Petebsbubq, July 12. — A corres- 
pondent reports that tho Czar ordered 
the withdrawal of tho Russians from 
Turkish Armenia. Great despondency 
prevails among U10 troops in conse- 
quence. Gen, RIelikoff tendered his 
resignation a fortnight ago. Grand 
Duke Michael refused any longer to 
bear responsibility by carrying out 
Gen Molikoff's plans. 

Pabis, July 10. — Intelligence has 
been received that twenty Turkish 
steamers havo arrived at tlio mouth of 
tho Daiiiibo to hamper tho communi- 
cations of the troops in tho Dobrud- 
schaand to prevent them from advanc- 
ing. Tho Russian governor laid 
down torpedoes in the estuary. 

A correspondent who accompanied 
tho Russians to Jiicia says their ontry 
was unopposed. 

A telegram from Belgrade declared 
that a convention between Roumania 
and Seryia has boon definitely conclud- 
ed. 

Vienna, July 12.— Tho "Tagblatt" 
publishes shocking accounts of atroci- 
ties committed by Circassians and 
Bashi-Buzouks. After tho regulars 
evacuated Dobrudsoha at Koresf i every 
Christian house was pillaged and many 
persons wounded, including some 
clergymen. At another plnco the mayor 
of a German colony named Balcer was 
killed boforo the eyes of his wife and 
child. Several other German Protest- 
ants wero killed, and murderers sack- 
ed tho Protestant church. Thrco 
colonics are entirely deserted. 

Vienna, July 12.— Tide of public 
feeling has turned in favor of Mukhtni 
Pasha and against Abdul Kerim, who 
is accused of incapacity and even sus- 
pected of treason. Abdul lias refused 
f o communicate bis pinna to the mili- 
tary council at Constantinople; this is 
tbo reason why Redif Namyke and 
Jlehemot Pasha wero sent to Shuuila 
to examine plans on the spot. Their 
mission does not seem to have resulted 
in tho roestablishuient of harmony for 
ou report of tho commissioners per- 
emptory orders havo been sent to 
Abdul Kerim from Constantinople to 
advance and moot the Russians. In 
consequence of this command tbo 
Turkish forces havo been concentrated 
on the lino between Rasgrad, Shumla, 
Bski and Juma. The Russians wero 
last hoard of at Monastir on tho road 
to Rustchuck, which is separated from 
the Turkish position by the river Lom, 
the banks of which are precipitous and 
abounding in good positions and may 
therefore become tho scene of the first 
serious engagement in Bulgaria. 

A Berlin correspondent says tho 
Austrian government has ascertained 
that Servia and Roumania concluded a 
treaty with a view to joint operation 
against tho Turks and havo authorized 
tho Hungarian tax department to keep 
funds ready for mobilization of the 
militia. 

A Vienna correspondent declares 
tho rumors aro unfounded that Russia 
has sounded the Austrian government 
as to how it would view the passage of 
the Russian troops through Servian 
territory. Russians aro preparing to 
turn the defence of Trajan's Wall by 
another crossing near Kalarabh, where 
tbey havo already two Roumanian 
steamers. A special from Rustchuck 
says there is much fear of a Bulgarian 
"emeute." 

Constantinople, July 10.— Raouf 
Pasha and Colonel Valentine Baker 
havo started for the Balkans. 

London, July 12. — A special from 
Biela on the 8th confirms the report 
that tho 12th and E3th army corps have 
been constituted tho army of Rust- 
chuck and are destined for tbo siege of 
that fortress with Czarowitob as coui- 
mander-iu-chiof. General Camcowsky, 
hitherto chief of tho 12th corps, is 
chief of tbo siaffof Czarowitch. Grand 
Uuko Vladimir succeeds to tho com- 
mand of the 12th corps now leading 
the advaneo ou Rustchuck. Its cavalry 
division is already in tho vicinity of 
the fortress and driving in outlying 
Turks, but tho abaonco of n supporting 
force of infantry, which is at Biela, re- 
tards tho investment of the fortress. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Milwaukie, Wis., July 11. — The 
"Sentinel" bus telegrams from points 
in Minnesota, Iowa and Dakota which 
report grasshoppers in largo numbers 
flying with tho wind. In Minnesota 
tho grasshoppers are flying north only 
a fow alighting at the points hoard 
from. Thoy aro doing no damage. 
Fanners aro encouraged with crop 
prospects, in somo places expecting 
average crops. 

Sadk Oentbe, Minn., July 11. — If 
uo nioio grasshoppers arrive wo will 
harvest about half crop. In Dakota 
about 10 per cent, of tho wheat croji is 
ruined On tbo whole tho report is 
favorable. 



W.Hart, first officer of tho Granada, 
visited the wreck of tho steamer City 
of San Francisco, and is of opinion 
that sho can bo got off. The masts are 
still standing, but the decks aro swept 
and upper works gono. 

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

CANADA. 
New Yoiiic, July 9.— Tho Times' Mon- 
treal special says tho city armories aro 
guarded by military to-night, also maga- 
zinos on tho island. There will bo a moot- 
ing of oflicors to-morrow of Irish Catho- 
lic and Protestant societies to tako stops 
prevent trouble. Largo numbers of 
Orangemen from the eastern townships of 
Ontario will tako part in tho demonstra- 
tion. No hope is entertained of prevent- 
ing a riot and great s.icrifico of lifo. 
_ Newcastle, July 10.— A three-year old 
California salmon, weighing five pounds, 
was caught in Lake Ontario this morning. 
It is a product of an importation of oggs 
of California salmon, by Wilmot, of tho 
Dominion government fisheries from Sa- 
cramento river, and hatched nt tho New- 
castlo establishment. It is larger, deeper 
in form and heavier than nativo salmon 
of tho same age taken here or in tho rivers 
ia tho lower provinces. This is tho first 
fish of tho kind ever taken this side of tho 
Pacific slope. 

Montbeal, Jniy 9.— There is oveiy 
prospect of an exciting time ou Thursday 
when the Orangemen havo their annual 
parade. Orangemen are to come clown 
from Canada West in largo numbers. A 
nightly drill has been going on for weeks 
past in different parts of tho oity and li re- 
arms aro being put in order by 'the oppo- 
site party. Indications aro that a hostile 
mooting will occur between tho two par- 
ties, and that blood will ho shed, notwith- 
standing the admonitions and advice of 
tho authorities and clergy. That the pro- 
cession of Orangemen will bo largo is be- 
yond question, and that those who parti- 
cipate in it will carry deadly weapons se- 
cretly, is also beyond question. Tho ex- 
citement is intense. Tho authorities are 
moving quietly to provent bloodshed. All 
the city bands of music havo been engag- 
ed for tlio procession. Tho city is full of 
press representatives from the United 
Stalei.

EUROPE. 
Bremen, July — The Weser Zcitung, 
which is not unfriendly to Russia, says 
on the eve of tho war it was discovered 
that only 30 per ceut. of the Russian navy 
was seaworthy. Reinforcements for the 
Caucasian army are much delayed be- 
cause only five out of ten steamers of the 
Caspian flotilla are in serviceable condi- 
tion. 

In consequence of tlio remonstrances 
of England tho Porto has sent imperative 
orders to tho commander of tho Black 
Sea fleet to render tho blockade moro ef- 
fectual. The arrival of tho British fleet 
in Besika Bay is regarded with great dis- 
satisfaction by influential Turks, who 
consider it as a i ign that England is pre- 
paring to receive her share of tho spoils. 

Constantinople, July 10 — Admiral 
Hornby has returned to Besika Bay. 

St. Pbtebsbubo, July 10— Tho Russian 
telegraphic agency has issued a stato- 
nient admitting the alliance between Rou- 
mania and Servia vi not exactly impos- 
sible. It asserts, however, such alliance 
ooul 1 not in any way affect tho good rela- 
tions between Austria and Russia. 

Tho agency thinks the importance of 
tho despatch of the British fleet to Besika 
bay is diminished by tho explanations of 
the British Parliament. 

Gen. Sedica telegraphs from Odessa 
that the Turkish fleet has commenced 
bombarding Eupatoria. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New Oiioeans, July 10— Tho Louisiana 
returning board, who. gavo Hayes tho 
Stato, havo been indicted by tho Grand 
Jury. The Sun's Washington special 
says tho criminal proceedings against tho 
Louisiana returning board caused a panic 
at tho White House. Hayes is greatly 
alarmed and his cabinet equally frighton- 
od, Tho letter of Wells to tho president 
was a pathetic appeal for help in this 
hour of his supremo peril, and in it tlio 
old man insinuated ho would bo sacrificed 
as Packard had been. The report of G. 
A. Sheridan, who came hero post haste 
from New Orleans to inform tho presi- 
dent of the action and the situation there, 
added new danger to the already threaten- 
ing catastrophe. Nicholls is powerless, 
even if inclined to interfere. Tho prose- 
cuting otllcers, from attorney general 
down, aro in dead earnest, and havo al- 
ready filed information against Wells, 
Anderson, BLennor and Oassanave. 

Tho Democrats now in Washington 
think members of tho board will bo con- 
victed ; and tho general feeling among 
Democrats of tho state is such that Gov- 
ernor Nicholls will not dare to pardon 
tiiom. 

Boston, July 9. — An enormous lodo of 
copper, lead, gold and silver, twenty feet 
in width, anil extending for miles, has ro- 
c- ntly been discovered in Milan, Now 
Hampshire. Tho lode crosses tho Grand 
Trunk railroad 100 miles we it of Port- 
laud. 

Nuw Yobs, July u\ — Henry Ward 
Boecher replies to an interviewer that 
thero is no truth in tho rumored reconcil- 
iation with Theodore Tilton. Suoh an 
event is simply impossible. Beeoher, how- 
ever, confirms the story of a quarrel be- 
tween Frank Moulton and Tilton, and that 
Moulton denounces Tilton contemptuous 
ly as a scoundrel. 

There arrived hero by tho steamer Wis- 
consin to-day 7b0 converts to ;ho Mormon 
faith, who immediately started for Utah. 
Tho majority of them aro from Holland.

Ban Francisco, Juh 7.— Tho Demo-

Toiionto, Juno 30.— The Reform de- 
monstration at Kingston was a thorough 
success, being largely attended. Addres- 
ses wore presented to tho Premiers of the 
Dominion and tho Provinco, after which 
tho Finance Ministetdelivored a brief ad- 
dross, dealing with Sir John's statements 
respecting party appointments by Minis- 
tors, and contrasting tho nurubor of buou. 
appointments mado by tlio present Cabi- 
net and those of its prcdecossor. Mr. 
Mackenzie followed in a speech— intend- 
ed as an introduction to a series of ad- 
dresses to bo delivered during tho noxt 
fortnight -exposing Sir John's failure to 
substantiate tho charges made by him 
against tho Promier, effectually disposing 
of the boustod claims of tho Conservative 
loaders to tbo gratitude of tho country as 
tho originators of over popular reform 
measuro. and defending the Government's 
Pacific Railway policy and tho stool rails 
transaction. He also glanced at tho im- 
proved financial condition of tho country 
during the last four years, and contrasted 
tho true facts of tho Foster contracts with 
certain damaging transactions of a similar 
naturo, but a widoly different character, 
in which th* lato Government had been 
engaged. 

Tho Premier arrived at Sarnia last night 
and received the heartiest demonstration 
of sympathy aud welcome. He was en- 
thusiastically met at various points along 
tho lino of tho Great Western Railway, 
notably at Ingersoll, Woodstock, aud 
London. Everything promises well for 
tho demonstration to-uay, which is ex- 
pactod to bo ono of the largest and most 
significant ever held iu thatsoction of tho 
country. 

Last night in the house of Georgo Roa- 
arclson a family quarrel took place which 
resulted very seriously and which may 
erou prove fatal in its consequences. 
About nine o'clock Eennardson was quar- 
reling with his wife. He had struck her 
several times with his open hand, and was 
about to deal another blow whon his son 
suddenly settled tbo dispute by aiming a 
pistol at his father.

Montreal, June 29.— Tho eight Oka 
Indians on trial at Slo. Soholiistiqne on 
Wednesday wero committed for trial at 
tho Court of Queen's Bench on a charge 
of riot, bail being accepted. Further pro- 
secutions are expected. In the meantime 
the Indians at Oka are suffering for want 
of breadst tiffs. 

For some time past the friends and ad- 
mirers of tho late Sir Geo. Cartier have 
been preparing a new aud moro attractive 
resting place for the remains of the de- 
ceased, aud last wotk thoy were removed 
to the new tomb. 

Ottawa, June 28.— In the Supreme 
Court to-day judgment was given in the 
nppeal oaso of Johnston vs. the St. An- 
drew's Church, Montreal. Tho appeal 
was maintained, ami the Church was con- 
demned to pay $300 damages and costs of 
all tho Courts. Justices Bitchio, Tasch- 
ereau, Fournier, and Henry concurred, 
and Chief Justice Richards and Justice 
Strong dissented. The Court held that 
plaintiff's leave for 1872 was verbal, and 
that it continued during the year 1873. 
Plaintiff was entitled to a continuance of 
of his pow and damago for disturbance 
therein. Judgment was based on tho 
ususges of St. Andrew's Church and tho 
laws of tbo Church of Scotland, as well as 
the Act of Incorporation of tho Church of 
Scotland.

Victoria Municipal Pound 
Bylaw. 

WE, the Mayor and Councillors in Council con- 
vened by virtue or the power and authority 
vested In us by an Act entitled "Tho Victoria Muni- 
cipal Ordinance, 1807," and the "Victoria Municipal 
Amendment Ordinance, lBCD." 

Whereas, it is expedient for the good government 
of the City of Victoria, that a Cit.v Pound be estab- 
lished lor the Impounding of Swine, Goats, Horses, 
Horned Cattle anil Dogs found ot largo or straying 
within the limits of tho said city, and that such ani- 
mals be declared a nuisance, and disposed of as such, 
Be it thereof enacted by the Mayor and Councillors 
of the said Oityof Victoria, as follows: 

1. That a Public Pound shall bo established by the 
Mayor and Council for Impounding of Swine. GoatB. 
Horses, Horned Cattle and Dogs, and a Pound Keeper 
from time to time by them appointed who, subject to 
the approval of the Mayor and Council or the said 
city, shall he at liberty to appoint in writing ono or 
more Deputy or Deputies. 

3. That fiom and arter the rasslngof this By Law 
all Swine, Goals, Horses, Bulls and Steers, and Dogs 
found at large or straying lu any public way, street, 
thoroughfare or unenclosed land within tlio City 
limits, shall be denied a nuisance and may be dealt 
with as hereinafter provided. 

J. Tho Council may from timo to time define the 
limits by resolution duly passed within which Cows 
may graze without being liable to be thereby im- 
pounded. 

4. All animals so found at large or straying as 
aforesaid, may be taken by tho Pound Keeper or his 
Deputy or Deputies, who shall Impound the same in 
the City Pound. 

5. A book shall be kept in which shall bo entered, 
with all due speed, a true and faithful record or the 
number of the animals Impounded, where they were 
found nt large or straying; also of the date of their 
receipt, and tho date and manner of their dlaporalj 
and if sold, tho name, address and addition of each 
purchaser, 

0. Every animal so impounded as aforesaid, shall 
forthwith be advertised by notice in -writing posted 
at a conspicuous place on the Pound gate, and ulso 
at Hie Oflico of the Clerk of tlio said Municipal Coun. 
ell, lu which notice shell be stated o reasonable de- 
scription of the annuals and the date and hour of the 
Impounding, and such notice shall lie kept so posted 
for the space of three days. 

7. All animals impounded shall be properly housed 
and thill be furnished with all necessary sustenance 
whilst so impounded; but no animal shall be fed un- 
til six hours after Impounding. 

8. A Pino not exceeding the sum of Two Dollais 
may bo levied or collected on or in respect of each 
animal Impounded, and a further reasonable sum for 
tho sustenance of such animal after such period of 
six hours not exceeding In tho case of each Pig, Goat, 
or Dog, the sum of twenty. live cent*, and in the case 
of each Horse or Horned Cattle so impounded, the 
sum of fifty ci nts per day, each day or part of a dav 
such animal shall be or continue so impounded, may 
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ing and sustenance thei 

i). That in case any injury cr (lanugo bo done by 
any animals, which are hereby prohibited from run- 
ning at large to any person or to any property sum- 
clentlv enclosed, the cattle when Impounded shall 
net be released until the amount of damage claimed 
by the owner or occupier of the property damaged 
shall be deposited with the Pouudkeeper In addition 
to the fees herein mentioned. 

10. In case the amount claimed for damage shall 
be more than the owner of the animals impounded 
think right, the amount of such damage shall be re- 
ferred to the Mayor who shall appoint a person to 
value end estimate the damage dene, and the costs 
of such valuation, not exceeding Three Dollars, shall 
be paid by th" losing party. 

11. In case no dispute, shall arise as to the amount 
of damage, or in cabo the same is fettled as aforesaid, 
then the Poundkeeper is to pay over to tho owner or 
occupier of the property Injured tho amount in his 
hands aft"r deducting the Pees hereby made payable, 

M. The owner of any animal impounded may ot 
any tlnu prior to the sale or other disposition then - 
Of, as hereinafter provided, have the same released 
on payment to tho Clerk of the Municipal Council of 
the nn"B, charges end expenses chargeable thereon 
under the authority of this Bylaw; or, in the case of 
Dogs, the amount of the rate or tax payable thereon 
for tho current year when impounded, together with 
the charges for tho sustenance, as aforesaid. 

13. On payment of the monies referred to in tho 
last preceding. -eetiou of this By-Law, on order in 
writing for tho discharge of the animal on account of 
which the payment shall have been made, signed by 
the Clerk of the said Municipal Council, shall bo 
given to the person making tho payment, and on do. 
HverliiL' such order to the Pound Keep.- or ono of his
